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I have talked:so much in my Sunday 
talks about the exceedingly great value 
of correct diagnosis, about the error of 
treating the symptoms instead of_get- 

down to the bed-rock and finding 
out the exact pathological condition so 
@s to have a proper conception of the 
needs of the case, and to thus be more 
exact in the treatment, that I am al- 
most ashamed to mention it again, and 
yet; if the readers could follow my 
work for a day, they would soon real- 
ize how prominently these factors con- 
stantly loom up, and how exceedingly 
important the latter becomes to the 
patient.

“agrees with all the facts and disagrees 
with none,” it is often as near the 
positive fact as we can come; but to 
speculate and get up ingenious theories 
based on imaginary facts is an entirely 
different provosition. 

The trouble is the layman, and I am 
sorry to say Doctors, very often form- 
ulate a speculative theory not warrant. 
ed by facts. So, when a doctor comes 
to make his diagnosis, he must not have 
any preconceived ideas or hypothesis 
about the case, but must look for facts, 
and then he can give an intelligent 
opinion at least: Now, the gentleman 
mentioned above can and has found in 
his case symptoms that are referable 
to several diseases, and so he fails to 
grasp the needs of the whole case, for 
he does not put all his facts together. 
Here is a case that illustrates very ac- 
curately my meaning, and also how 
closely I came to making a serious mis- 
take, serious at least for the patient. 

Some 28 or 29 years ago, while I 
was yet in general practice, one ex- 
ceptionally cold day in February, I was 
just pulling on niy gloves preparing to 
take a long drive, and was anxious to 
be off, when a man walked in my office 
panting for breath and coughing, and, 
as I looked at him, my first impression 
was, “Poor ‘fellow, he is in the last 
stage of consumption.” He told” me he 
wanted a cough mixture; that he could

not get any rest, @specially at night. 
for coughing: said Doctor had 
been prescribing for him, but he was 
away, and so he had come to me. I 
hurriedly asked him a few questions, 
and he said he had been in a Hospital 
the summer before with Typhoid, and 
later had gone back, and five or six 
dgctors had pronounced his case con- 
sumption, and he knew he did not have 
long to live. I wrote a prescription, and 
handed it to him, and just then the 
thought came to me that I was doing 
just what I was daily talking and ad- 
vising against, i. e., prescribing without 
having an exact knowledge of the case; 
so I asked him to see the prescription, 
tore it up, took off my overcoat, and 
told him I would make an examination, 
although he did not think it necessary. 
Briefly I found a condition that was 
easily curable by a slight operation. 
Six weeks later he was doing hard 
work, and I saw him five or six years 
ago, when he looked to be a perfect 
specimen of vigor and health. Now I 
did nothing out of the ordinary, noth- 
ing but what any doctor ought t- do; 
but I cured by getting at the facts in- 
stead of jumping to a conclusion. 

But “revenon a nos moutons” if any- 
one thinks these chronic irritations of

a $5,000 a year position on account 
of it. In reading one of my articles 
he came to the conclusion that, as he 
expressed it, “His whole trouble was 
from his waist down,” and he had 
never been able to convince anyone of 
this. 

I found in his case an exceedingly 
irritated prostatic, urethra and a very 
little treatment improved him.

Some 25 years ago a method of 
treatment was recommended that was 
supposed to cure Stricture simplv by 
an application, and, in other words, 
was called the dissolving method. I 
pooh-poohed this along with others, 
and yet a gentleman came into my of- 
fice one day who had been operated 
on four or five times, and he said be-

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fore he would go through another 
operation he would die, and he did 
not propose to submit td any further 
treatment of that kind. 

I offered to’give him a treatment 
that was supposed to dissolve Stric- 
ture, and, in fact, had no faith in it 
myself, and told him I doubted wheth- 
er it would do a particle of good. but 
I would promise him it would da no 
harm, and that I would be glad to 
have him try it.

N| NOT BOUND “ISSUE, °BUT ITS DEFEA T, 
WOULD MEAN INCREASED TAX RATE 


Atlanta is confronted by a peculiar financial paradox. 

A public improvements bond issue is proposed which can and 
will be taken care of without smallest fractional increase in the city’s 
tax rate. F 

If, by any unfortunate accident, authorization for that bond issue 
should not be given, an emergency increase in the tax rate is almost 
as sure to follow as is the night the day. 

With bonds the tax rate will remain the same; without them, it 
must be increased to a point sufficient to supply funds to make cer- 
tain improvements which the city cannot longer delay. 

It has been clearly pointed out how the increased revenue from 
the waterworks department, both as a result of ordinary increase in 
consumption and extraordinary increase from approximately sev- 
enty-five miles of proposed water main extensions, will meet and 
cancel from year to year the bonded debt now proposed to be created. 


- 


With the specified improvements, made, there will be no occa-y 


sion to increase the city’s tax rate now held by law, under ordinary 
conditions, at 1.25 per cent. 

But that same law, the city’s charter, makes provision for in- 
creased taxation beyond that figure, IN THE EVENT OF EMER- 
GENCY. 

Can it be questioned that the courts would hold EMERGENT, 
conditions which imperil the health and lives of thousands of citi- 
zens, living both within and near the city limits? 

The pollution of streams traversing thickly settled areas, the 
prevalence of unsanitary and disease-breeding conditions, are 
nuisances which courts have not in the past, and will not now, hest- 
tate to abate. 

The proper disposal of Atlanta’s sewage is a problem the solu- 
tion of which cannot be longer delayed. 

It must be done as speedily as circumstances will permit, and 
the expense of it must be paid from the proceeds either of bonds or of 
taxation. 

Atlanta must either do this work voluntarily or by imperative 
order of court, which is sure to follow longer continued neglect. 

And an order of court will mean inevitably an increase in the 
tax rate. 

Thus it becomes a question of 

BONDS WITHOUT INCREASED TAXATION, 

INCREASED TAXATION WITHOUT BONDS. 

A dilemma, if you please, in which choice can and should be 
made without even momentary hesitation. 

Atlanta’s bond commission has done its duty well, recommend- 
ing an election on December 15, at which the, voters a¥e called upon 
to give their indorsement to an issue of $3, 465,800 of bonds whose 
nroceeds are to be devoted to specific public improvements, to each 
of which has been definitely apportioned the amount required for its 
accomplishment. 

Council must follow, giving formal sanction and approval to 
that commission’s report. 

The question has been carefully and thoroughly threshed out; 
more delay can add no further scintilla to essential knowledge of 
conditions. 

It is up to council to DO IT NOW. ) 

Along with the election call council should and will issue a 
specific and detailed statement, just as the bond commission has 


or 


be expended. 

This will put the question in final and definite shape before the 
people. | ?, 

And with the city’s necessities well grounded in the under- 
standing ef the voters, the issue cannot be in doubt. 

The campaign. there is no question, will devote itself not so 
much to securing favorable consideration of this proposal as to re- 
moving any possible apathy which might endanger the polling of 
the requisite vote—two-thirds of' the registration which is stipu- 
lated by the law. 

Favorable consideration are enforced both by necessity and pos- 
sible consequence. 

Without added taxation Atlanta can perform obligations and 
ineet conditions which cannot longer be ignored.

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MR. WATSON ON THE SOCIALISTS. 


One of the most notable contributions to the bibliography of the race 
problem which has appeared in recent years is the article of Honorable 
Thomas E. Watson, published elsewhere in The Constitution today. 

Mr. Watson discusses socialist8 and socialism with particular reference 
to their. bearing upon the overshadowing southern problem. He handleg it 
with unblushing directness. 

Taking <:s his text a recent article by Robert Hunter, a millionaire so- 
cialist, he proceeds in his trenchant and vigorous style to refute the ridic- 
ulous claim that “the wrath of God has been visited upon the people of 
the south.” 

A vast deal of history—political, vaetat and social—is contained in Mr. 
Watson’s brilliant discussion of the race question. 

Even those who do not always agree with the Sage of McDuffie willing- 
ly admit that he is thoroughly at home in a discussion of this issue. His 
grandfather was a slavedwner; he declares himself to be a friend of the 
negro—in his place. 

In The Jeffersonian Magazine of last February appeared an illuminat- 
ing discussion of the history of the negro race, in wich article Mr. ‘Vat- 
son viewed the negro ethnologically. 

In the present discussion he treats the negro and the vegroid particu-

to racial integrity and to American civilization. ‘ 

Miscegenation is abhorrent to the soul of every scuthern white man, 
and Mr. Watson. deduces from Mr. Huntér’s article the conclusion that 
political and social equality—which can mean nothing but intermarriage and 
mongrelism—is ,the purpose and aim of socialists generally. 


Mr. Watson is making too broad a generalization when he ascribes to; 


all socialists the peculiar and dangerous views of the young New Jersey 
apostle of that creed. There can be no doubt of where the latter stands, 
for in his article he says, in speaking of slavery: 

‘‘It wrecked the spirit of liberty, fraternity and equality, for the dom- 
inant race dared not believe in liberty, fraternity and equality.’’ 

The peril is thus bluntly indicated by Mr. Watson: 

“THE NATION THAT CROSSES ITS BREED WITH LOWER RACES 
Is THE NATION THAT GOES TO HELL.” 

Political and social equality, with the breaking down of the barriers of 
racial antipathy, will inevitably mean the mongrelization of the white race, 
he points out. 

The article of Mr. Watson will no doubt receive wide attention. 

Articles like these of Mr. Hunter are only complicating the national race 
problem and undermining the foundations of American civilization. 

The more conservative, the more thoughtful and the more enlightened

teachings of the centuries in view, they are showing a broad tolerance. 


Mr. Hunter is doing more than striking at one section of his country.’ 


He is striking at his race. 

The thing he condemns as an incident. of slavery, he proposes to bring 
about as part of the program of the “fellowship of man.”

URGENT NEED OF THE NEW RESERVOIR. 


A municipality of Atlanta’s importance must be prepared against the 


| remotest possibility of disaster from a failing water supply. 


A force of hands is now at work upon the new .reservoir and has been 
for about two years, but the magnitude of the work is such that there ‘is 
still much to be done before it is completed. 

The fall season will, in all probability, restore the river to its normal 
condition; but the unusual drought, which might have begun earlier in the 
season with disastrous effect, serves forcibly to emphasize the importance 
of keeping steadily at this work and pushing it to completion. 

it should be completed and tried out before another summer season be- 
gins. . 

The manifoid advantages of this new reservoir have been the sub‘ect 
of frequent comment in The Constitution. 

It will not only serve as a protection of Atlanta’s water supply in any 
possible emergency, but wil] result in giving the people even purer and bet- 
ter water. Alternate use of two reservoirs will make possible the cleaning 
of them from time to time, and greater purification will come with increased 
protection. 

With the new reservoir panties nearly twice as much water In reserve 
as that at present supplying the city, Atlanta would have nearly a month’s 


protection in any emergency that might arise, thus allowing ample time to 
overcome the effect of extreme drought or any break in machinery or mains | 


which might temporarily cut-off the supply source. 
Every consideration urges forcibly that this work be not only kept up, 
but pressed vigorously, 


Next to improvement of her system of sanitation and the protection of | 
the public health, there is nothing of which Atlanta is now in greater need | 
than absolute assurance of the protection of her water supply, and that is | 


so closely identified with health conditions as to make it a part of the same 
problem.

Many of the victims are negroes. 
Their relatives who live with them or 
who visit them are the cooks, butlers, 
maids, laundresses, or barber shop at- 
tendants, who come in daily touch with 
the white population. Every negro 
tubercular patient is a menace to the 
health of white and black alike. 

Value of a Sanitarium. 

But life in the same house with a 
tubercular person is safe enough, if the 
proper precautions are taken and rigid- 
ly adhered to. 

These instructions can best be given 
and the absolute need of their observ- 
ance taught in a sanitarium. 

If a city *ganitarium for tubercular 
persons did not effect a single cure, 
still it would be worth establishing for 
its educational value. If no patient 
were kept until he was entirely con- 
valescent, the things taught him as to 
how to take care of himself and pre- 
vent the inoculation of others would 
make the sanitarium an unmixed bless- 
ing to the community. Such patients 
could then return home and continue 
their own cure. 

In addressing the committee of 100 
On the value of improving national 
health conditions, the late President 
Roosevelt said: 

“Our national health is physically 
Our greatest national asset. To pre- 
vent any possible deterioration of tne 
American stock should be a national 
ambition. We cannot too strongly in- 
sist upon the necessity of proper ideals 
for the family, for simple living and 
for those habits and tastes which pro- 
duce vigor and make men capable of 
strenuous service to their country. I 
can most cordially commend the en- 
deavors of your committee to bring 
these matters prominently before the 
public.”

Land For Sanitarium. 


When the city council meets tomor- 
row a resolution will be introduced 
setting aside thirty acres of land at 
Lakewood Park, which property is 
owned by the city, as the site for a 
tuberculosis sanitarium. 

Councilman Steve R. Johnston has 
already drawn up a resolution having 
this in view, and will introduce it on 
Monday. A number of council mem- 
signified their in- 
tention of supporting the resolution. 

Alderman F. A. Pittman will intro- 
duce a similar resolution in the alder- 
He will also seck“to gsé0ufre an appro- 
priation. 

When this land, which is ideally 
suited to the purpose, is set aside by 
the city, the next move of the advo- 
cates ofa sanitarlum will be to secure 
an appropriation of $10,000 for the pur- 
pose of erecting a modest building and. 
making a start.

from time to time. 

A tuberculosis sanitarium is the 
least expensive hospital which can be 
put up. There is no need for the usual 
extravagant outlay for instruments 
and the equipment necessary for opera- 
tions. Practically no medieines are re- 
quired. Fresh air, sunshine and nour- 
ishing food make up the course of 
treatment. 

The instructions given the patients 
in how to care for themselves, and the 
insistence of the patients that each 
new-comer obey the rules, are the 
strongest forces in the fight for health. 

Text ef Resolution. 

The resolution setting aside the 
Lakewood site for the purpose of hav- 
ing erected thereon a tuberculosis hos- 
pital follows: 

“Be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, 
That the following portion of the prop- 
erty known as Lakewood or the old 
waterworks property, to-wit, a tract 
of land described as beginning at a 
6-inch pipe located at 1230 feet south 
of the northwest corner of land lot 
No. 57, of this county, thence running 
east 594 feet; thence south 740 feet; 
thence west 1782 feet; thence north 
1000 feet; thence east 1188 feet’ to the 
land lot line of said land lot; thence 
south along said land lot 260 feet to 
the point of beginning, be and the 
same is hereby set apart for the loca- 
tion of a tuberculcsis hospital, and 
said hospital shall be under the man- 
agement and control of the board of 
health and shall be used exclusively 
for the erection and maintenance of a 
hospital building for the treatment, 
care and cure of patients afflicted with 
tuberculosis, and said strip of land is 
hereby withdrawn from the jurisdic- 
tion of the committee on parks or pub- 
lic buildings and grounds and placed 
to the jurisdiction and control of the 
board of health.” 

In discussing his Mr. 
Johnson said: 

“IT am convinced that 
thing for Atlanta to do. We- cannot 
temporize in this matter, and at the 
earliest possible moment must provide 
a place where those afflicted with this 
disease can be cared for. It is one of 
the greatest needs facing the city.” 

Must Have Building. 

Alderman Pittman said he was con- 
vinced beyond question that Atlanta 
must make plans for fighting tubercu- 
losis as other cities are doing, declar- 
ing: 

“Next to the need for extending our 
sewerage system, it is the vital re- 
quirement of the city from the stand- 
point of health. I will introduce a 
fight for a measure making an appro- 
priation of $10,000 to build such a hos- 
pital. We should begin not later than 
next spring on this work.” 

City Officials and Physicians Talk. 

Dr. Claude A. Smith, the city bacte- 
riologist and diréctor of the city 
laboratory cof hygiene,.is one of the 
most active and enthusiastic workers 
in behalf of a hospital to be erected 
now-—-this fall. He is intimately ac- 
acquainted with conditions existing in 
Atlanta, and has made a special study 
of the disease. 
of the disease in its bearing 
health conditidns in Atlanta. In dis- 
cussing the fears expressed by some 
that te location of such a hospital 
would cause a depreciation of the 
property in its locality, Dr. Smith rid- 
icuted the idea. He said: 

“There is not the least danger from 
such a hospital. even if it were located 
in the heart of the city.

as similar institutions in other cities 
over the world, and the records show 
that even in the largest of these hos- 
pitals, where thousands of patients are 
treated, even the attendants who cafe 
for the p&tients never contract the dis- 
ease. The precautions are such that 
this is practically an impossibility. A 
person is safer from the disease at the 
hospital than they are upon the streets. 

“I am very much surprised to learn 
that anyone has objected to the pro- 
posed location. The plan was published 
in The Constitution a couple of weeks 
Or more ago, and no objection was 
raised, and I cannot undérstand how 
any could arise. Very few people real- 
ize what an extensive tract is owned 
by the city in the Lakewood section, 
and the part selected for the hospital 
site is back of Clark university, and 
is remote from any white settlement. I 
feel sure that any person Inspeeting the 
site will not raise the slightest objec- 
tion. I have lived on the south side of 
the city for the past twenty-seven 
years, most of my interests are in that 
direction, and I do not feel that this lo- 
cation would detract in the least from 
that section.” 

Other prominent Atlanta officiais and 
leading physicians interviewed on this 
subject spoke with one voice for a city 
sanitarium. Following are the expres- 
sions of some of them. 


Dr. Bernard Wolff, president of board 


of health: “There is no place for the 
tubercular patient at the present time. 
A hospital for these people is needed 
by the city more than anything else.” 
Dr, W. L. Gilbert, member of board 
of health: “It is absolutely necessary 
that the city have this hospital for 
these people who are suffering with 
tuberculosis, 
to go. For the sake of humanity the 
hospital should be built at once.” 
Hon. A. J. Johnson, member of city 
council, ex-officia- member board of 
health: “The plan of establishing this 
hospital appea's to me more strongly 
than anything else. I shall 
utmost to assist in establishing such

Hon. Eugene Dodd, member of city 
council: “It is a fine idea. I have 
seen the great need for this hospital 
and I consider it essential for the 
welfare of the people.” 

Hon. W. T. Winn, member of city 
council: “I am heartily in aecord with 
the plan to establish this hospital. 
It is badly needed.”’ 

Hon. E. J. Spratling, member of city 
council: “I have wondered wh® this 
has not been taken up before. We 
should have such a hospital, and I 
will help all I can to get it.” 

Hon. Aldine Chambers, member of 
city ccuncil: “It is @ good movement, 
and I am heartily in favor of it.” 

Dr. Cyrus W. Strickler, » president 
Fulton County Medical Sociéty: “This 
is the great need of the city of At- 
lanta at the present time. We have 
provided for everybody except the 
person suffering with tuberculosis, 
and there is no place for them.”

Safety in a Hospital. 

“A healthy person is as safe in a 
properly conducted tuberculosis hos- 
pital as he would be in his own home, 
surrounded by perfectly healthy’ peo- 
ple. He is vastly safer than he is 
traveling in a Pullman car, or even in 
an ordinary railway coach, for that 
matter. A tubercular person may’ have 
occupied the seat or berth before him, 
and deposited the germs of the dis- 
ease through sneezing or coughing.” 
Captain Raoul, in addition to his 
work in supporting the Anti-Tuber- 
ctlosis Society and putting his 
dynamic energy behind it, recently se- 
cured contributions of $5 a month from 
sixty of his personal friends in 


groes. The result appears in the ta- 
bles of Dr. Kennedy, the city health 
officer. Tuberculosis among the blacks 
has decreased to an amazing extent. 
A vast number of negroes are treated 
at the negro tuberculosis dispensary 
on Auburn avenue.

With all the earnest and effective 
work they have done and proposed 
to continue doing, these patriotic and 
charitable Atlantans realize that the 
city must take the lead if the disease 
is to be blotted out ip Atlanta. 


SECRETARY LOGAN TALKS. 


The Associated Charities is cooperat- | 


ing in every way possible with the 
Anti-Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurses’ 
Association in the great fight against 
this dread disease. - 

Whenever a case is reported to us, we 
advise the tuberculosis society and co- 
in caring for the 
patient by aiding his family. 

The Associated Charities has to date 
this year dealt with seventy-four sep- 
arate cases, familiés of individuals, in 
which tuberculosis was found to be 
present. There were !1!3 children in- 
volved in these families, six of which 
were those of widows, and five of de- 
serted wives. Ever since the organ- 
ization was started it has found its 
hardest and most pitiable tasks pre- 
sented by this disease. Seeking, as we 
have always done, to find the cause of 
the distress In each case coming to us, 
we began four years ago to gee “tuber- 
culosis” accumulate as a cause in case 
after case. Then came the Home Treat. 
ment dispensary, and later the now in- 
dependent and efficient Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association. 

Some Difficult Cases. 

In looking over some of the recorde 
of the seventy-four cases, one finds 
such situations as these: The head of a 
family, a man 50 years old, whose

They will help, but at first it 
was like the doctor who would bleed 
you, physic you, and not allow you to

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LARGE OPERATORS® 
ARE TAKING PROFITS 


This Was Impression Made b 
Transactions in Stock Ex- , 
. change on Saturday. 


New York, September !8.—The action 
of the stock market today accentuated 
the impression made by yesterday's 
market that profit-taking sales were 
being pushed by some of the large 
operators, who have made the recent 
market. The uneven appearance of the 
price movement was the ground for 
this supposition. The striking advances 
in a few stocks did not carry with 
them the general list, sales being press- 
ed with sufficient persistency to hold 
back the advance. In other conspicuous 
stocks positive depression was a conse- 

uence of the desire to sell. The bank- 
ng position was ascribed as the mo- 
tive for this session. As there is no 
loan market at the stock exchange on 
Saturday, the influence was a_ senti- 
ment&l one, and not caused by actual 
calling of loans. -The actual color of 
the bank statement, also, Was not to De 
known until after the stock market 
had closed for the week. With the in- 
teriot requirements for crop moving, 
money is certain to incfease, an? with 
the rates of interest rising in foreign 
money markets, in/consequence of our 
demands upon them, and the Russian 
demand for gold, the promise is_ for 
further advance in all money markets. 
The moderation df the advance thus 
far in the call money rates is due, in 
part, to the use of resources secured 
by commission houses in time loans 
some time since, and which are placed 
temporarily in the supply available .: 
call loans. The interruption of the flow 
of currency to the interior this week is 
believed to bé due to remittances sent 
to New York on behalf of borrowers 
for stock market use, who find their 
supplies from New York banks is ob- 
tained less readily. Signs of growing 
outside interest in the speculation: en- 
courages holders of stocks to await 
next week's expected increase in de- 
mand from that source to afford a 
better medium for realizing sales. 

The market closed with a decidedly 
unsettled tone. The bank statement 
disclosed that an actual addition of 
something over a million dollars ~ 
the cash holdings of the clearing house 
institutions had resulted from the at- 
traction of the week's higher money 
rates. The principal factor in the sub- 
stantial addition of $8,955,950 to the 
surplus reserve, however, was the 
drastic curtailment in the loan account, 
which was cut down $3,265,400 for the 
week. This exceeds any decrease for a 
weck ever reported under the old aver- 
age system of computations, and con- 
stitutes a new record for a weekly 
loan contraction of thea New York 
clearing house banks. he $5,242,500 
increase in the average loans of the 
institutions reporting outside the 
cledring house proves the part played 
by the trust companies in taking over 
loans from the banks, and in supple- 
menting the relief afforded by foreign 
borrowing.

London,’ September 18.—Under the 
lead of the Harriman. issues, United 
States Steel, Atchison. and- other’ fa- 
vorites, the American section proved 
the only redeeming feature’ during 
the past week of an almost lifeless 
stock exchafige, and the close of the 
week finds the whole MHst higher.

DR. COOK AND HIS ESKIMO FRIENDS 
BUILD HOUSE AND WORKSHOP FOR WINTER 


In the immediate vicinity there was some turf and moss, but every- 
where else within a few hundred feet of the sea the land rose abruptly in 


steep slopes of barren rock. 

To the westward across Smith Sound in blue haze was seen Cape 
Sabine, Bache Peninsula and some of the land beyond, which we hoped 
to cross in our prospective venture. i 

‘The construction of a winter house and workshop called for itumediate 
attention after the wind subsided. Men, women and children offered 
strong bands to gather the stones strewn along the shore. 

When a suitable building plot had been prepared the welding of a 
structure was a,very simple process. All our things had been placed in 
sealed tins and packed in substanfial boxes of about two cubic feet each. 
This had been done to forestall possible contingencies of shipwreck, for in 
the Arctic a crushed vessel is always a possibility. 

When the cargo is packed in this manner, the things can be quickly 
tossed on deck and transported to floating ice or land. Later it fs possible, 
with packing boxes of uniform size, as of building material, to erect effi- 
cient shelter wherein the calamities of Arctic disaster can be avoided. 

This precaution against ultimate mishap served a very useful purpose. 
Inclosing @ space 13x16 feet, the cases were quickly piled in. The walls 
were held together by strips of wood on the joints sealed with pasted paper, 
with the addition of a few long boards

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BOND ISSUE FOR ATLANTA: 


WORKINGMAN’S VIEWPOINT 


In The Journal of Labor of yester- 
day appeared the following strong ar- 


‘ticle by Charles W. Bernhardt, on the 


“Bond Issue— Workingman’s View- 


point:” 

“ “In most cases where questions of 
public interest arises, each individual 
naturally asks himself the question, 
How will this affect me? ~ 

“Doubtless every wage-earner in At- 
lanta who has the city’s welfare at 
heart has asked himself this question 
whenever he has thought of the pro- 
posed bond issue. As one who has 
toiled under every condition that-.ordi- 
nary men meet, I am frank in saying 
that I have given the question care- 
ful consideration from every point of 
view and am thoroughly convinced 
that it means the immediate salvation 
of not only the’ city, but every one of 
its citizens, rich and poor alike. 

‘The general manager of waterworks 
informs us that there are approximate- 
ly 9,000° houses in the city without 
water: if they are without water they 
are also without sewer connections, 80 


‘that we may -say that there are nine 


thousand houses without any of the 
needed conveniences. 

“These houses are not in the center 
of the city, so they must necessarily be 
among that class of citizens that toll 
for their daily bread. It has been sald 
that those portions of the city where 
thes wealthier classes live have all 
these conveniences, which is true for 
several reasons; in most cases, how- 
ever, it is true because they hag these 
water pipes laid at their own expense. 
As an illustration, only recently appll- 
cation for water was made by the 
Druid Hills Land Company. For sev- 
eral reasons the water board was un- 
able to grant the applications, viz.: 
lack of funds and precedence which 
other claims had over these; it being 
the rule that each petition is granted 
in its order, which is governed by 
seniority. 

“The company then offered to defray 
the cost of laying same, which was 
granted under the usual contract, which 
provides that the city may at its op- 
tion purchase said pipe whenever it 
may see proper, deducting 3 per cent 
per annum for wear, andcharging dou- 
ble rates for all water delivered out- 
side of the city. This form of con- 


tract enables the city to derive an in- 
come without any expense to itself; in 
addition to this should the city fail 
to purchase the pipe at the expiration 
of thirty-three years the pipe becomes 
the property of the city without cost, 
so the city is the gainer in every in- 
stance. 2 ~ 


| “The wage-earners are not abie to 


take advantage of such a contract, con- 
sequently must depend on appropria- 
tions for their water supply. (it is 
generally known that all receipts from 
the sale of water, etc., go inte the gen- 
eral fund, and are apportioned to sev- 
ersl departments fer their main~- 
tenance.) 

“Sheuld the city fail te apportion 
any funds te the water department for 
the laying of pipe they are powerless. 
At present there is mo fund for this 
purpose, consequently ne pipe has been 
inid thin year, except that ordered by 
council by resolution. 

“So the residence sections or the city 
have been compelled to do without city 
water where there was no pipe. Should 
the proposed bond issue pass there 
would be an appropriation for this 
purpose; it has been estimated that 
sufficient funds will be set aside for 
this purpose to lay 75 miles of water 
pipes, so that the ‘residence sections 
may be supplied, thus enabling them 
to fill in the old wells now in use. 

“Aside from the convénience afford- 


[ed by water connections, the question 


of sanitation and health is a serious 
one, and should be considered carefully. 
There is no class of people who cannot 
better afford to become patients under 
a doctor’s care than the wage-earner, 


dependent as he is upon his physical | 


efforts he must continue day after day 
in order that he may maintain an in- 
come sufficient to meet the needs of 
himself and family. Therefore, he can- 
not afford to become ill, and must 
guard his health with zealous care to 
avoid a deficit in his’ income. 

“So that if he finds that it is essen- 
tial to have water connection in order 
to improve sanitation and health, it is 
his duty to himself and loved. ones that 
he provide a means for these necessa- 
ries; in this case his only hope is the 
bond issue. 

“He is the one most affected, he must 
feel the need, he must take the step 
which will gugrantee results. If he 
has not the funds personally to obtain 
the pipe necessary to connect his house, 
he must as a stockholder, vote for a 
law of sufficient size to guarantee him- 
self and neighbors health and -happi- 
ness. 

“This he owes to himself, his family

That the general council will adopt 
the recommendation of the bond 
commission, as to an issue of bonds 
to the amount of $2,465,800, is believed 
by every one who has taken an active 
part in the matter. ~ 

Members of council, who have ex- 
pressed themselves about the bonds, 
have stated that they would vote for 
the issue as proposed without a sin- 


gle change. 
It may be that the councilmen from 
the ninth ward will protest aegainst 
the water pipes allotted to that ward, 
and two or three councilmen may ad- 
vocate the cutting down of the bonds 
for the public schools; but the con- 
census of opinion is that the issue 
will be passed up by an ordinance just 
as recommended by the commission. 
The council will also select the date 
for the bond election that was adopt- 
ed by the commission, December 15.

Alderman W. A. Hancock has asked 
that it be stated for him that he will 
not make any effort to reduce the Iis- 
sue of bonds for the new hospital from 
$250,000 to $200,000. In speaking of 
this he said:

Afterwards the amount was 
changed, because Dr. W. B. Summer- 
all, superintendent of the Grady hos- 
pitay¥ stated that it would cost $200,- 
000 to build a 200-bed hospital and 
$50,000 would be necessary ‘to equip 
it.

The fact that 
the commission went into details and 
gave out statements that showed how 
and where every dollar of the bond 
money would be expended has caused 
all classes of citizens to come out in 
favor of the bonds. 

All Classes for Bond Issue. 

All the leading physicians have pub- 
lished interviews in The Constitution 
declaring that the health of the city 
demanded the issue of bonds. Real 
estate men have declared in public 
print that the growth and future pros- 
perity of the city depended upon an 
issue of bonds. Men from the ranks 
of organized labor have declared that 
the working people would. be ! found 
supporting the bonds on December 15. 

At the meeting of the general coun- 
ell on Monday an ordinance will be 
introduced, which has been care- 
fully drawn up by the city attorney, 
in which there will be a _ detailed 
statement of how the bond money is 
to be used, so that every voter will 
know before the election where every 
dollar is going for water pipes, sew- 
ers, schools, a hospital and three new 
crematories. 

A subcommittee from the bond com- 
mission will appear before council, 
with the recommendations of the bond 
commission.

WNJUST. CRITICISM 
OF REV. JACKSON 


Founder of Juvenile State 
Farm Prepares State- 
ment for Publication. 


Crawford Jackson, who has la- 
so faithfully for years for the 
Juvenile State Farm, writes to The 
Constitution the following state- 
mént in regard to unjust criticisms 
which have been circulated about him 


and his work: 

“If I alone were affected I would not 
come before the public concerning any 
sort of misrepresentation of myself, 
but as a vital far-reaching movement 
is hurt. it behooves me to seek to 
estop unkind criticism, which I under- 
stand is still being repeated and hav- 
ing its influence on those who would 
otherwise be valuable friends to ihe 
four-fold work of thhe Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association. 

“The particular criticism referred to 
is, that after I had labored as best I 
could for the greater part of two years 
for the estab!livhment of the state re- 
formatory, | applied for and failed to 
get th superintendency of that institu- 
tion, and hence started out after the 
establishment of another. 

“After the bill for the state reforma- 
tory was passed Judge J. S. Turner, 
chairman ofthe prison commission, and 
Colonel Tom Eason, atthat time a mem- 
ber, approached me together and vol- 
untarily stated that they were think- 
ing seriously about asking me to take 
charge of the boys’ reformatory, which 
had been placed by legislative enact- 
ment on the state prison farm. I re- 
plied at once that I could not consider 
such a proposition for the reason tha: 
I had labored too much for its realiza- 
tion, and secondly, the institutton was 
in the wrong place, and I could not 
afford to be connected with an institu- 
tion whose environment was so un- 
toward. The visits of influential men, 
altogether unbiased, and the investiga- 
tion of the state reformatory by a spe- 
ciai legislative committee have justi- 
fied far beyond my expectations the 
wisdom of my views expressed four 
years ago. 

“I am glad to give to the people in- 
terested in the work which we are en- 
deavoring to do a letter recently re-

AND THEY TERM THE SUMMER “ONSAH’’| 


But for more convenient divisions of the yearly periods, it is best to re- 
tain the usual cycle of four seasons. Eskimos call the winter Ookiah, which 
also Means year, and the summer Onsah. Days are “Sleeps;” the months 
are “Moons,” and the periods are named in accord with the movements of 
various creatures of the chase. 

in early September at Annotook, the sun dips considerably under the 
northern tiorizon. There is no night. At sunset and at sunrise storm 
clouds hide the bursts of color which are the glory of twilight, and the 
electric aftergiow is generally lost in the dull gray, which bespeaks the 
torment of the storms of the setting sun. 

The gloom of the coming winter night now thickens. The splendor of 
the-summer day has gone. A day of six months and a night of six months 


are often ascribed to the Polat region as a whole, but this is only true of a : 


very small area about the Pole. 
As we come south the sun slips under the horizon for an ever-increas- 


ing part of each 24 hours. Preceding and following the night as we come 
from the Pole, there is a period of dey and night which lengthens with the 
descent of latitude. 

It is this period which enables ws to retain the names of the usual 
seasons—-summer for the double days, fall for the period of the setting sun. 
This season begins when the sun first dips*‘under the ice at midnight for 
a few moments. e 


DAY RAPIDLY SHORTENS AND DARKENS 


AND SUN SINKS TILL ONLY GLIMMER REMAINS : 


These moments increase rapidly, yet one hardly appreciates that the 
sun is departing, until the nights and days are of equal lengths, for the 
night remains light, though not cheerful. Then the day rapidly shortens and 
darkens and ‘the sun sinks until at least there is but a mere glimmer of the 
gory of day. ' - P 

Winter is limited to the long night, and spring applies to the days of 
rising sun, a period corresponding to the autumn days of the setting sun. 

At Annotook the midnight sun is first seen over the sea horizon on April 
23. It dips in the sea on August 19. It thus encircles the horizon, giving 
‘summer and continuous day for 118 days. It sets at midday on. October 24, 

‘is absent a period of prolonged night, corresponding to the day, ahd rises 
on February 20. 

Then follow the eye-opening days of spring. In the fall, when the har- 
monizing influence of the sun is withdrawn, there begins a battle of the 
elements which continues its smoky agitation until stilled by the hopeless 
frost of early night. 

At this time, though field work was painful, 
forced us to persistent action in the chase of walrus, seal, 
white whale.

ROBBERS DYNAMITE 


STORE NEAR MACON 


Secured $600 and Valuable 
Papers. 


‘Entrance to Store of E. W. 


‘Smith Dynamited and Safe 
Blown Open --- Negro Is Put 
Under Arrest. . 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., September 
18.—(Special.)—Using dynamite to gain 
an entrance at the store of Eugene W. 
Smith, on the Clinton road, some time 
near 3 o’clock this morning, robbers 
blew open the safe and secured little 
over $600 in cash and carried away a 
large number of valuable papers, mort- 
gages, checks and other papers that 
were kept in the safe. The door of 
the store was wrecked and the safe 
was torn to pieces. Many of the papers 
were badly scorched, showing that in 
each case the explosion had been a ter- 
rific one. A portion of the door and 
lock were thrown across the store 
room and into a show case. 

Immediately after the discovery this 
morning Mr. Smith went to work to 
secure the arrest of the robebrs. Two 
white men who were seen about the 
place, were taken into custody, but 
were released after they had shown 
that they spent the night at one of the 
hotels. Later in the afternoon Mr. 
Smith had Ed. McMillan, one of the 
negroes he had trusted about the place, 
put under arrest, and it is believed the 
officers will be able to connect him 
with the case. 

McMillan and Albert Gross slept in 
a little room adjoining the store, and 
the officers believe they certainly knew 
of the explosions. So loud were the 
reports, some of the neighbors on 
North Highlands said they heard them. 
The negroes claimed they were in a 
heavy stupor, and after hearing one of 
the reports, awakened and walked out 
and fired a revolver, thinking the €x- 
plosion was merely some one shooting 
in the road as he passed. The negroes 
made no effort to escape.

A Muasician’s Tribute to Atlanta. 


Willy Olsen, director of the Dresden 
Philharmonic Orchestra, in The Musi- 
cal Courier (New York), writes a sketch 
of the orchestra's American tour. Con- 
ductor Olsen pays Atlanta the follow- 
ing handsome compfiment: 

“In this city, finely decorated for 
the Music Festival, our tour reached its 
artistic pinnacle. We gave here be- 
tween Mzy 4 and 6 five concerts, these 
being the greatest and most important 
of our music festivals. In the majes- 
tic music hall, Auditorium, inaugu- 
rated by us, over 8,000 people were 
present for the first concert. There 
were sold in all for the concerts given 
by us over 35,000 admissions, and in 
spite of enormous expenses, the Music 
Festival closed with a net profit of 
about $10,000, with gross receipts of 
about $50,000. 

“But not only in regard to the finan- 
cla} side, but also in regard to the ar- 
tiatic side. were these days a music 
festival in the best sense of the word.

All 
critical notices contained unreserved 
recognition and from all sides came 
convincing proofs of sympathy. It was 
the magnanimity of American hospital- 
ity. Who has not learned to know it 
is not in the position to judge an 
American to his full value in his no- 
blest faculty. Everywhere we went we 
were received with open arms and with 
honest cordiality. In the evenings, 
after the concerts, great dinners giyen 
fn honor of the participants, took place 
in elaborately decorated halls, fitted 
out in the richest style, In this way 
we were, during our entire sojourn, so 
to speak, driven from one festivity to 


another, and always we met with that!

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The current issue of Hampton’s 
Magazine has an interesting article 
by Rhea Childs Door upon the work 
done by the 8,000,000 organized women 
of the world.

Driving a swiftly moving car along 
roads often stony and jolting is a task 
which demands a sure eye, a steady 
wrist and absolute ease of body. 

Fashion in dress must yield, then, 
to comfort, though there is no reason 
at all for not dressing both suitably 
and becomingly. First and foremost, 
dress as lightly as you can and as 
warmly as you must. Let every gar- 
ment have a place and a purpose. 
Don't pile on things indiscriminately, 
Just because you have seen others 
wear them or because they are at- 
tractively tagged in the shops as nec- 
essary to the motorist’s equipments. 

Ease and strength are rrecious in 
guiding a machine and both should be 
husbanded for emergencies. The foun- 
dation of right dress is right under- 
wear. This should be thick enough 
keep the body warm and yet not so 
thick as to induce perspiration. Mesh 
underwear of medium weight best 
meets these requirements. It lets the 
air in and out, absorbs perspiration 
and preserves a uniform temperature. 
Undershirts should be sleeveless to give 
the arms perfect freedom and knicker 
drawers are preferable to full length 
drawers for similar reasons. 

Leggins are serviceable if one wears 
the knicker drawers, but by no means 
necessary with the full length drawers.

Here and there a man broke the laws 
and had his head shaved. All such who 
were discovered were punished. In 
Tien-Tsin a clerk in one of the banks 
shaved his head three days after the 
death of the empress dowager. He was 
arrested as soon as he came out on the 
street and was fined $250 in silver. This 
is equal to over $100 gold, and it. was, 
I venture, one of the costliest shaves 
upon earth. 

Here in Pekin a young Chinese dan- 
dy came to a Barber and begged for a 
shave. The barber replied that he 
feared he would be arrested, and the 
dandy thereupon promised that he 
would stand all the fines. The Barber 
consented. The man took a ge®.t on 
the stool, and his head was just half 
shaved when a policeman came in and 
i}took both barber and customer off to 
the court. The judge heard the: com- 
plaint and at its close imposed a fine of 
$30 upon each. The dandy paid the 
fines, but, as he did so, 
his head and asked the judge: 

“But what am I to do? I ean'’t 
about with my head half shaved.” 

“As to that,” replied the judge, “you 
may have the job completed, but a sec- 
ond offense of this kind will land you 
in prison.’’ 

This custom of stopping shaving on 
the death of the emperor goes back to 
the days of Chien Lung, the second 
sreat emperor of the present dynast: 
who is said to have inaugurated it 
when his favorite wife died. 
was such that he ordered his officials 
not to shave their heads for 100 days; 
and therafter a similar order was sent 
forth upon the death of an emperor.

Descriptions of even a small portion 
of the new coats, cloaks and wraps for 
fall and winter would fill this entire 
fashion edition. But in all the multi- 
tude of models two features stand out 
One is that all coats are 
longer than ever. The other is that the 
shapeless “stove-pipe’ model of last 
winter has gone down before an oOn- 
rushing army of ample, shapely mogels. 

The average length of the new suit 
coat is 42 inches or longer. That of 
the separate coat is nearly, if not 
quite, to the bottom of a walking 
length = skirt. Many new models in 
separate coats have plaits below the 
waistline. But unlike the coats of 
Louis XI., upon which they are mod- 
elled, these new coats do not “set out.” 
Instead they hang quite soft and flat. 
This effect is heightened by using only 
the softest of linings, and by very 
superior tailoring. In some of the 
more elegant models the satin linings 
in coats stop at the waistline, and the 
rest of the coat is lined only with 
chiffon. 

There are so many complete gowns 
being worn in very soft fabrics that 
long separate coats will play a more 
important role than for many years, 
The increased width of the skirt por- 
tions of coats is due, of course, to the 
fact that dress skirts are all so much 
wider about the foot. The coat waist- 
line is again at the normal waistline, 
and there is an increasing tendency to 
shape both suit and separate coats so 
that although semi-fitting only as yet, 
they do outline the curves of the fig- 
ure more than last season. In the coat 
showing plaits, these in some cases are 
below the hips and in other models are 
Delow the waistline at the back. 

A popular model has a habit back cut 
in one with the coat sides to form big 
oblong pocket pleces. Below these 
peckets the coat is plaited when the 
fabric is light enough in weight and 
gathered when it Is heavier. There 
are single-breasted coats, and double- 
breasted coats. Some coats fasten in 
Russian blouse fashion far to one side. 
Practically all coats have collars, and 
are closed fairly high in front. 

The collar is the chief decorative 
feature of this season's coat. There afre 
many shaw! collars, and some of these 
are of two materials fancifully com- 
bined. A new collar has a shaw! roll 
in front that looks éspecially jaunty 
with the new Napoled@onic hat. 

Buttons are large and decorative, 
but not many are used on anv one gar- 
ment, and only when they look as if 
actually needed to fasten something, 
either fronts, pockets, cuffs, or collar. 
Some of the best

jet button craze got such headway last 
Season they are not likely to be used 
save when combined with something 
else. For example a big jet center 
with cut steel outer edge is new and 
handsome. You are sure to see in 
America many variations of the Floren- 
tine coat. This is a plaited garment, 
cut on semi-fitting lines. and one of 
those wardrobe necessities—‘‘something 
that looks smart, but is vet practicable 
for the average and general wear.” 

For those who are never quite ready 
to take the newest thing, there are, of 
course, coats and coats that are not 
plaited. The model I like best in the 
non-plaited coats is known as “The 
Siennese,”” which has the upper back 
shirred into a belt and the lower part 
perfectly plain, like a habit-back. And 
there is an uncommon number of sen- 
sible details in the new models. For 
example not only are there collars on 
the coats such as one might look for 
in cold-weather garments, but has not 
always found by any means of late 
years, but these collars are often ad- 
justable so that they may 
up or turned down. 

Motor coats for the coming winter 
are made of quietivy handsome mate- 
rials. They are conservative enough 
in color to please the most fastidious 
taste. They are cut on roomy, en- 
veloping lines, and have sleeves that 
protect the arms, and cannot “balloon 
out” in every gust.

The collars are’ ingeni- 
ously devised to stand high and close 
about the throat, or rol! open at will 
of the” wearer.

On the gorgeous evening Wraps 
the magnificence in general is attained 
by using splendid fabrics, and the 
beauty is in lovely lines securing soft 
draped effects, rather than in applied 
decorations.

The separate coat furore shows it- 
self even in suit coats also, by having 
coats of velvet in the exact color of 
dresses made of fine .wools.’ Paquin 
introduced this idea first last season, 
and it has slowly

Hang out of doors for a day or two 
and the fur will be soft, fluffy and full 
of life. Cold bran will not do the 
work, and for this reason the bran 
must be kept warm all during the 
process. This method will not injure 
the lining. 

To keep furs of any kind fresh they 

must be cured for frequently 
during the Brush them thor- 
Oughly and times with a 
rattan cane, them for twelve 
hours. This process will rid them of 
all dust and loose hair. They will have 
to be cleaned several times during the 
geason. Every time furs are taken out 
of the closet they should shaken 
severa] times.

Living Room Selections. 


For the comfortable, unpretentious 
living room, which is fast making any 
sort of a parlor seem a paintful tradi- 
tion, there is nothing can be selected 
with greater safety than a modefied 
mission or colonial style in fumed oak. 
A new model in this line is called the 
Flanders furniture, strongly suggestive 
of Dutch sturdiness in its low tones 
and bowl motif. This {s also particu- 
larly good for the dining-room or li-

Mahogany is 
still favored in the more expensive 
woods, but always in the dull finish. 

An imitation of the popular Circas- 
sian walnut has just appeared, called 
satin or gum walnut, which is very 
inexpensive and will no doubt be much 
used where the lighter toned woods 
are desired. 

London, which sets the fashion in 
furniture as Paris does in dress, has 
attempted a revival of the William and 
Mary period, but as these styles neces- 
sarffy are only possible to the extreme- 
ly affluent, it is not expected to gain 
great sway. Much interest has been 


shown in the Adam revival, however. 
To the layman, the Adam furniture is 
distinguishable from similar styles by 
the shield device, as distinct from the 
mirror or ladder or Japanese develop- 
ments of the Chippendale and Shera- 
ton. 


Cane Furniture Revived. 


A direct outcome of this Adam re- 
vival is the cane furniture now con- 
siderably used. The frame work, usu- 
ally in Louis XVI style, may be of 
walnut, or some wood enameled in gray 
or white, preferably, though boudoir 
sets have Been made in delicate pink 
and blues. The bedroom will offer per- 
haps the widest scope for an expres- 
sion of individual taste. The cane fur- 
niture just mentiohed is especially 
good for a bedroom, while the present 
craze for painted furniture lends itself 
to many charming decorative schemes. 
This outgrowth of the old, simple cot- 
tage furniture is shown in a variety 
of conceits. Flowers on a white ground 
have preference, perhaps, while the 
Japanese designs are also good. One 
set was seen with delft blue decora- 
tions; another in pink, with fluttering 
butterfiles hovering over white blos- 
soms made an Empire boudoir a delight 
to the eye. sor those who prefer the 


brass bed with whatever style of fur- 
niture, the Craftsman design in the dull 
satin finish is in the greatest demand, 
though the Colonial or polished brass 
is much used. 

If the bride has not already a cedar 
chest in which was treasured her trous- 
seau, she will now feel that her bed- 
room is incomplete without one. These 
may be found In mahogany, cedar 
lined, or may be made to order. One 
most attractive one, which the partic- 
ular bride for whom it was made kept 
in her dining-room for her linen, was 
bullt of southern red cedar. It was 
bound with riveted copper bands and 
had massive hinges and handles. Sunk 
in the top were the deeply carved ini- 
tials. Underneath the chest proper was 
a roomy locked drawer. 

Among the comparative novelties of 
the season are the telephone tables. 
These are shown in all the woods, with 
stools that slide on grooves beneath 
the table when not in use. A recent 
model has a circular stand especially 
for the phone which may be swung 
about so as to leave the table free. 
Every season sees any number of new 
forms for the English tea table and 
muffin stands. The three shelves, in a 
conical arrangement, or attached like 
leavtés to a stem, are especially notable. 

Some New Desk Styles. 

In desks, those with the colonial 
scroll posts of dull finish mahogany are 
very popular. A new idea in the 
Craftsman work is the open desk hav- 
ing a drop shelf operated in the man- 
ner of those of a sectional bookcase, 
which may be lowered over the pigeon 
holes, keeping the dust from letters 
and papers when the desk is not in 
use. The desk-table is gaining in pop- 
ularity,. since economy of space is a 
desideratum in these flat-dwelling days 
This has a desk top that slides out like 
a drawer, usually with ink-well and 
pen grooves sunk in it. Another com- 
bination piece is a Morris chair on mis- 
sion lines, having shelves for books and 
magazines beneath the wide arms. 

In the smaller pieces of furniture the 
Martha Washington sewing table with 
its crystal knobs gleaming quaintly 
adds a homey touch to the bedroom. 
Smoking tables, copper mounted, with 
a raised back to hold a pipe rack, are 
essential furnishing for the den.

It has the 
advantage over wood that it does not 
«rack or warp. It is 30 inches wide 
with two panels in the width, and sells 
for 75 cents a yard. When this is com- 
bined with Japanese gold cloth for the 
frieze a beautiful result is obtained. 
This Japanese gold cloth might be 
called a cloth-of-gold burlap. It may 
be hand tinted, giving a tapestry ef- 
fect, or many be stenciled. This sells 
for $8 a roll. 

Gray has been distinctly favored for 
the bedroom walls. One stunning pat- 
tern with a light gray ground shows 
the long stiff stalks and the leaves of 
the chrysanthemum in deeper gray. At 
the frieze each stalk blossoms out into 
a huge pink chrysanthemum.

To spoil a carpet sweep it with a 
stiff, hair-worn broom, but to save a 
carpet dip your broom in clean, hot 
suds once a week, then shake it ou! 
and hang it up to dry. This will make 
a broom last almost twice as long as 
it otherwise would. 

Rugs should be beaten on the wrong 
side, then swept on the right side.
